Washington has frozen Panama- 
nian deposits in U.S. banks, leaving 
the government and many private 
companies without the money to 
pay their employees.

Iraqi jets pound Kharg Island 


NICOSIA (AP) -- Waves of Iraqi 
fighter-bombers pounded Iran's big 
Kharg Island oi} terminal yesterday 
leaving at least two Iranian tankers 
on fire. Iran said one of the war- 
planes was shot down in a dogfight. 

It was the first strike on Kharg, 
through which 90 per cent of Lran‘s 
oi exports Now, in six weeks and 
came amid one of the heaviest Iraqi 
air offensives against Iran for several 
months. 

Ships i in the area reported a pall of 
black smoke over Kha 

As both sides continued to ham- 
mer each other’s cities with missiles, 
air strikes and artillery, Iraq 
claimed that its forces killed or 
wounded $00 Iranians making an 
“abortive attack’’ in the central sec- 
tor of the 1,180-km front line Friday. 

Iran claimed yesterday that. its 
troop: killed οἱ wounded 400 Iraqis 
in ‘‘combat patrol operations” in the 
Sumar sector, 136 kms cast of Bagh- 
dad. but denied launching an offen- 
sive there. 


The official Iraqi News Agency 
(Ina) quoted military communiques 
as saying ‘‘a very large number" of 
Iraqi warplanes penetrated [ranian 
air defences around Kharg in the 
northern end of the Gulf in a major 
attack on Lran’s vital oil terminal at 
noon. The agency, monitored in Nic- 
osia, said the jets bombed a tanker 
assembly zone just east of the island, 
heavily defended by batteries of sur- 
face-to-air missiles, including U.S.- 
made Hawks, and anti-aircraft guns. 


Gulf-based shipping officials, 
speaking on condition of anonymity, 
reported that at feast two tankers 
owned by the National Iranian Tank- 
er Co. were “*burning fiercely’ after 
the air raid. The So-called ‘‘war of 
the cities’ also continued. with Iran 
firing one long-range missile into 
Baghdad, the Iraqi capital, another 
into the northern border city of 
Khanagin and 12 short-range rock- 


ets into the Iraqi naval base of Umm .

Moscow and Belgrade pledge 
to ‘respect’ each other’s rights 


BELGRADE (Reuter) - The Sovi- 
et Union and Yugoslavia have 
pledged to respect the right of all 
Communist parties to choose their 
own paths. 

A joint declaration, issued shortly 
after Soviet leader Mikhail Gorba- 
chev ended a five-day visit and re- 
tumed to Moscow on Friday. also 
said they had no intention of impos- 
ing their systems on anyone. 

Analysts yesterday said this for- 
mally invalidated the so-called 
Brezhnev Doctrine of limited sover- 
eignty for Communist countries. 
The doctrine, named after former 
Soviet leader Leonid Brezhnev, was 
used as a pretext for the Soviet-led 
invasion of Czechoslovakia in 1968 


and since then had hung as a threat 
over Moscow's East European al- 
lies. 

“Proceeding from the conviction 
that no one has a monopoly aver the 
truth, the two sides declare that they 
have no pretensions of imposing 
their concepts of social develapment 
on anyone,” Friday's statement 
said. 

The two countries attached spe- 
cial importance to observing inter- 
national documents “which prohibit 
aggression, the violation of fron- 
tiers. the conquest of foreign territo- 
ries. any threat or use of force and 
any interference in the internal af- 
fairs of other states under any pre- 
text whatsover,” it added. ““Com- 


munist. workers’. socialist. social 
democratic. national liberation and 
other progressive parties and move- 
ments” have the inalienable right to 
decide independently on their own 
paths of social development. 

The two countries also called for 

“a world without arms™ saying they 
believed it was possible to eliminate 
all nuclear and conventional weap- 
ons. The statement said Yugoslavia 
and the Soviet Union would in- 
crease cooperation and promote 
trade. 

“The document shows both coun- 
tries are struggling to find a type of 
socialism suited to the needs of the 
late 20th and the 21st centuries.” 
one political analyst here said. 


Three black policemen gunned down in township near Pretoria 


PRETORIA -- Two black gunmen 
killed three black policemen and 
wounded two others in a township 
yard before fleeing on foot. police 
said yesterday. 

‘The attack in Atteridgeville, west 
of Pretoria, was so sudden none of 
the police fired back, authorities 


The attackers reportedly opened 
fire with automatic rifles, killing two 
officers and injuring three others, 


including one who died later in 
hospital. 


Police also said they had captured 
two alleged terrorists and two col- 
laborators and seized some arms in 
roadblocks erected Friday. They 
said the roadblocks were put up in 
the central Transvaal province in an 
attempt to find those responsible for 
a Krugersdorp car bomb on Thurs- 
day. The bomb, which killed three 
people and injured 20 others, went 


off outside the local magistrates’ 
court. 

Another explosion on Friday 
night in Krugersdorp, southwest of 
Pretoria, frightened residents but 
caused no injuries or damage. Police 
yesterday found the site of the blast 
in the bush. area outside 
Krugersdrop. 

Meanwhile. Anglican Archbishop 
Desmond Tutu has issued a state- 
ment in Cape Town condemning the 
car bombing “since all violence is 


evil. whether it is that of a vicious 
system such as apartheid or the vio- 
lence employed by people who wish 
to overthrow apartheid.” 


According to press reports. 
Thursday's explosion in Krugers- 
dorp could have caused more casu- 
alties had it not been for a faulty 
timing device attached to a second 
bomb designed to lure more poten- 
tial victims to the scene. (AP,

tries. They have no true sense of 
belonging, no durable friendships, 
no permanent relationships. 


ANAM, NOW in its sixth year, is 
dedicated to improving the lot of 
foreign service wives and children. 
Compared to the Canadians, Israe- 
lis have it tough, according to Ma- 
zel. Home leave is granted only 
once every two years; only children 
serving in the army may travel 
abroad once a year at the expense of 
the Foreign Ministry. V/ives taking 
leaves of absence from their work 
have no guarantee that their jobs 
will be waiting for them when they 
réturn home. Those spouses work- 
ing in diplomatic missions abroad do 
ποῖ receive salaries, with the excep- 
tion of the wife of the ambassador. 
But if she does get a salary, she is 
deprived of the entertainment al- 
lowance paid to her for playing host- 
ess at dinners and receptions, which 
she frequently has to prepare 
herself. 


The greatest problem encoun- 
tered by the foreign service wives, 
according to discussions at the semi- 
nar, is getting others to perceive 
them in a different and realistic 
light. Outsiders who see these wom- 
en as living lives of glamour, going 
to important places and socialising 
Ξ with important people, cannot com- 
© prehend why they should want to 

complain. 

They don’t realize how the wom- 
en must stretch a meagre budget and 
stilt look presentable. The cocktail 
receptions which they host may have 
the professional touch of a uni- 
formed waiter or waitress, but the 
food itself has been prepared by the 
wives after a day of typing, filing 
and passport-processing at the em- 
bassy or consulate. The time they 
put into these tasks is of no account 
to the controllers of the purse- 


pieces, cover and cook until turkey 
is tender.

alone regular work time, are in- 
volved. 

In Finland, Norway and Sweden, 
according to Rosalind Duhs, wife of 
the Swedish ambassador, young 
wives are increasingly unwilling to 
abandon careers to follow their dip- 
lomat husbands abroad. They do 
not regard increased salaries for 
their husbands as sufficient compen- 
sation for what they are losing by 
giving up their jobs. As a result, the 
Finnish and Norwegian govern- 
ments are considering legislation 
which will give foreign service wives 
the right to return to their former 
places of employment after coming 
home from abroad. 

In Sweden, former foreign service 
wives who have reached retirement 

τ age are being paid a small amount, 
in excess of the usual old age pen- 
sion, as compensation for having ac- 
companied foreign service person- 
nel around the globe. 

“Our Foreign Ministry cannot 
deny that we put in a lot of work on 
their behalf,” stated Duhs, “but 
they don’t pay us. In future, they 
cannot expect us to give so much of 
our time for what is essentially our 
busbands’ job." 

Most of Japan's 2,000 foreign ser- 
vice wives around the globe, noted 
Kazumi Tsutsumi, wife of the Japa- 
nese envoy, do not have indepen- 
dent careers because it is popularly 
thought that being the wife of a dip- 
lomat is sufficiently challenging in 
itself. Yet many such wives do not 
accompany their husbands to for- 
eign postings, she said. Because the 
Japanese school system is so com- 
petitive, the women may choose to 
Stay at home to children 
who have, for instance, to pass stiff 
examinations to get into certain 
high-quality schools. Those who do 
go abroad get 20 per cent of their

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husband's overseas allowance, but 
the period they spend abroad is not 
counted in pension payments. 

For children of Japanese diplo- 
mats who travel with their parents, 
homecoming is hard because many 
schools do not welcome children 
who return with “foreign infiu- 
ences.” according to Tsutsumi. 


SEVERAL OF those wives present 
at the seminar were not born in the 
countries represented by their diplo- 
mat husbands, which in most cases 
does not present a problem. Howev- 
er, in Egypt, a foreign office em- 
ployee is not permitted to marry a 
person who is not Arab — and there 
are also some obstacles to overcome 
in getting approval to marry an 
Arab not born in Egypt. Nagwa 
Bassiouny, wife of the Egyptian en- 
voy here, was born in Syria. At the 
time of their marriage. her husband 
was in the army; even then, al- 
though she is Arab, they still had to 
cut through red-tape to get permis- 
sion for the union. 

Mona Mafouz. wife of the press 
attache at the Egyptian embassy, is 
a qualified engineer who has been 
given a leave of absence from her 
job. Each year she must notify ber 
employer that she is still interested 
that the job be held for her. To 
ensure that she does not lose out on 
pension payments, she pays taxes on 
what her salary would be if she were 
working. She is not permitted to 
work abroad, either inside or out- 
side the embassy. ᾿ 

With hindsight, several of the vet- 
eran diplomats’ wives on hand said 
they would no longer be willing to 
put their husbands’ jobs first. Nira 
Zohar, who in the 1960s dreamt of 
being an opera singer, gave up a 
potentially successful career to be 
the wife of an Israeli diplomat. “I 
wouldn't do it today,” she said 
emphatically.

Elron’s result suggest: 


Crisis in electronics sector over

Elron Electronics Industries re- 
ported a significant reduction in its 
losses for the nine months to De- 
cember 1987. Consolidated losses 
oe! to Ἧ Pactra compared to 
“74m. m the 12 months endin;

A close examination οἱ Elron’s © 


results provides further evidence to 
Support the view that the crisis in the 
civilian electronics industry is over. 

Even more encouragingly, Elron 
chairman Uzia Galil told The Jeru- 
Salem. Post that he saw clear signs 
that the general attitude to 
high-tech companies in the U.S. was 
improving. While there remain ma- 
Jor problems for Israeli companies, 
including the Isracl-risk factor - 
which the situation in the territories 
has obviously aggravated -- and the 
Scars left by the Elscint and Scitex 
disasters, this is a key change in the 
wider picture. 

Galil noted that the main issue 
facing Elron itself, as distinct from 
its subsidiaries and affiliates, was 
the need to raise new capital. and he 
was now devoting his main efforts to 
that end. 

Elron is basically an investment 
company, with holdings in a broad 
range of high-tech firms at various 
Stages of development. 

ELBIT COMPUTERS is the main 
subsidiary, with Elron holding a 
57% stake. The company's 1987 
profits were adversely affected by 
the Lavi cancellation. and totalled 
$7m. in April-December 1987, com- 
pared to $10.6m. in the equivalent 
period of 1986. (Elron and Elbit 
have switched to a calendar report- 
ing year, from a business year end- 
ing in March, hence the nine-month 
audited figures and comparisons. } 

However, witb an order book to- 
talling $261m., overwhelmingly ex- 
port-oriented, and a strong position 
in the “retrofit business” —adapting 
existing weapons systems ta new 
technologies, rather than producing 
brand new ones -- Elbit seems set to 


rebound from the Lavi affair. Its 
Strategy is to scek joint ventures 
with major U.S. defence contrac. 
tors, such as Boeing and Loral 
corporations. 

The company has one of the 
strongest balance sheets in Israeli 
industry. with own equity of $92m. ~ 
almost 60% of total assets - and 
nearly $40m. in cash and 
equivalents. 

Elbit's contribution to Elron’s 
Profits was §4.2m. in the latest re- 
Porting period. compared to 51{π|. 
in the year ending March, 1987. 

ELSCINT: Elron declares itself to 
be breathing more easily, “in view 
of developments in Elscint...” i.e. 
the fact that it generated operating 
income in the last six months of 
1987, the second restructuring 
agreement between Elscint and its 
leader banks and additional finan- 
cial guarantees granted by the gov- 
emment of Israel. As a result, the 
uncertainty regarding Elscint’s fu- 
ture “is now remote.” 

The main problem facing Elscint 
now is to find a major corporate or 
other investor who will take a large 
stake in the company and provide it 
with the resources to significantly 
expand its R&D for its next genera- 
tion of products. The more effective 
its recovery, the more likely it is to 
attract such investment. 

For the nine month's to last De- 
cember. Elran absorbed losses and 
write-offs of its investment and 
guarantees in Ejsint totalling 
§3.2m,, and has thus eliminated Els~ 
cint from its own books and provid- 
ed an additional reserve of $2.7m. 
As a result, the first $2.7m. of net 
profits that Elscint makes will be 
fully reflected in Elron's own prof- 
its, while sums beyond that will ben- 
efit Eltron in line with its 30% stake 
in Elscini. 

OPTROTECH: Having weath- 
ered the recession in the capital 
equipment industry in 1985/86 with- 
out going into the red, this producer 
of computerized control equipment 
for printed circuit boards boosted its 


sales by over 50% in 1987 and saw 
its net profits rise over fourfold to 
$2.6m. ; 

Optrotech is a market leader in its 
field, and Galil believes it has made 
the breakthough Ban needed na 
poised for continued strong . 

Elron’s 42% stake in Optrotech 
brought it $1.2m. in profits in April- 
December 1987, compared to only 
$0.2m. in the preceding 12 months. 

FIBRONICS: Ontgoing-president 
Yosef Ma’ayan moved Huronies, a 
producer of fibre-optic communica- 
tion systems between conrputers, 
into ἃ much more promising market 
sector and developed the products 
to succeed in that area. It is now 
positioned to start making [ 
profits, if the new president, J 
Hale, fulfils the expectations placed 
on him. 

For 1987, the company made 
large write-offs of old lines of busi- 
ness, with the inventories it carried 
for them, so that its loss increased 
from $2m. to $2.6m., aod Elron’s 
31% stake in this brought it ἃ loss of 
$0.87m. 


In addition to these first and sec- 
ond generation companies, Elron 
has seyeral other ising ven- 
tures, notably Rosh Intelligent Sys- 
tems, Zoran and Elor. It posted a 
loss of almost §3.5m. on these and 
its other projects that it is “incubat- 
ing,” representing a write-down of 
ongoing investments in them. If and 
when they come good and start gen- 

ing profits, these will go straight 
into Elron’s bottom line. 

Finally, it is worth noting that the 
market value of Elron’s hoidings in 
the four jes noted above, in- 
cluding 10 million convertible pre- 
ferred shares in Elscint, is worth 
about $84m. even at today’s de- 
pressed price levels, Deducting El- 
ton’s own long-term debt of $22m. 
leaves a net asset value, just on the 
quoted companies, of $62m., or 
about $5.75 per share. compared to 
the $3-$4 level at which Elron has 
been trading in recent months.

AN EVENT NOT TO BE MISSED?! 
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The grand illusion 


NO SOONER had Prime Minister Shamir’s entourage left 
Washington for the West Coast than the soothing tones of 
idyllic encounters in the U.S. capital began emanating from his 
close advisers. What seems to matter now is not the actual 
substance of last week's meetings between Mr. Shamir and the 
two top leaders of the U.S. Administration, President Reagan 
and Secretary of State Shultz, but the cosmetics of what was 
probably one of the toughest confrontations between Israel 
and American heads of government in recent years. 

In the safe distance from Washington, Mr. Shamir's confi- 
dants embarked over the weekend on a high-handed PR 
campaign that is aimed at portraying his visit as an enormous 
political victory which succeeded in staving off formidable 
American pressure in support of the Shultz 
initiative. Obviously, the aim of this campaign is two-pronged. 
First, it is directed at Mr. Shamir’s rivals and potential critics 
within his own Herut party who would pounce on any sign of 
compromise that might spell even the slightest breach in the 
wall of national rejectionism. And second, πὸ less important- 
ly. it is to be seen as the first move in the Likud's election 
campaign which is to depict the Herut leader and prime 
minister as the proud patriot who did not flinch in the face of 
the high and mighty in Washington. 

Thus, former minister Moshe Arens, already back in Israel, 
maintained yesterday that relations between Israel and the 
U.S. were in excellent shape and that the concluding meeting 
with Secretary of State Shultz could not have been held in a 
better atmosphere. Of course, there were disagreements, 
Arens had to admit, but Shultz showed understanding for 
Israel's reservations and concerns. He did not discern any 
veiled threat in President Reagan’s blunt statement that the 
U.S. will not slice this initiative apart and will not abandon it. 
Nor was he concerned by the president's warning that those 
who will say ‘No’ to the peace plan will have to answer to 


A former ambassador in Washington, who maintains close 
relations with Shultz, Arens even ventured to predict that the 
secretary might yet change and amend his peace plan in view 
of the prime minister’s strong objections. 

Mr. Shamir’s Joyal media adviser, Avi Pazner, did even one 
better. Speaking in Los Angeles, be advised Israel's public not 
to be misled by the alarming reports from Washington by 
Israel's press, radio and television. President Reagan's state- 
ment was given only scant mention by the American media 
and by yesterday the Middle East was no longer on Washing- 
ton’s agenda. Being a one-crisis-at-the-time capital, so Mr. 
Pazner, the Honduras-Nicaragua conflict, as well as related 
Central American problems had by now captured Washing- 


So we are back to the grand illusion that time is on our side, 
the deteriorating and increasingly alarming situation in the 
thstanding. The Reagan-Shultz Administra- 

tion has less than eight months to go and perhaps they will 
desist from pressing for an international peace conference 
after all. Israel can still afford not to say a final ‘No’ to the 
Shultz peace plan, as the Arabs might still get us off the hook. 
In case people here have not noticed yet, Mr. Shamir has 
weathered the storm and can come home as the victor. So far, 
Secretary of State Shultz, the perfect gentleman and Israel's 
staunch friend, has kept the toughest differences within the 
confines of the conference chambers. Should Mr. Shamir’s PR 
exercise and the grand illusion game go too far, even Mr. 
Shultz might take off bis kid-gtoves.

REPORT SUSPICIOUS OBJECTS 


THE PURIM section of The Jerusa- 
lem Post with Astronaut Peres might 
be considered an amusing escape 
from reality if the ly seri- 
ous articles in The Post and the oth- 
er media did not also look as if they 
were written by peaple on another 
planet. 

Writers on all sides seem to be 
suffering from delusions of pran- 
deur. They exaggerate the impor- 
tarice, on a world scale, of problems 
that are serious for us who must live 
with them but are essentially irrele- 
vant to everyone else. 

The truly major conflicts in this 
area are the power struggic between 
the United States and the Soviet 
Union, and the Islamic revolution of 
the Ayatollah Khomeini. The Pales- 
tinian conflict is not considered any- 
where near as important as these 
two by any of the extemal powers 
with influence in this region. In both 
of these conflicts, there is an uneasy 
but relatively stable status quo. Any 
movement on the Palestinian prob- 
lem which upsets the balance of 
power in this status quo will encoun- 
ter formidable opposition from out- 
side forces who stand to lose from it. 

Despite paying lip-service to the 
security of Israe! and to the issue of 
justice for the Palestinians, the U.S. 
will oppose any settlement which 
significantly increases Soviet influ- 
ence in the Middle East. The Rus- 
sians will oppose any settlement 
which freezes the present situation 
of very limited Soviet influence in a 
kind of Pax Americana. The forces 
in the Arab world trying to contaia 
Khomeini will oppose any settie- 
ment that might provide the Islamic 
revolution with a new base in this 
area. The Khomeinists will oppose 
any settlement which stabilizes the 
situation and thereby strengthens 
the forces fighting the Ayatoliah. 

If we Israelis and the Palestinians 
were sufficiently strong and united 
to take matters into our own hands, 
tell the rest of the world to leave us 
alone, and try to create some kind of 
neutral “Switzerland of the Middle 
East,” there might be some haope for 

. But we are neither strong 
enough to be independent nor unit- 
ed enough — even within our own 
camps — to be effective.

THE PRESENT rioting in the terri- 
tories broke out after the Reagan- 
Gorbachev and Arab sum- 
mits made it clear that the 
Palestinian probfem was not of any 
great importance and could be 
“left” in benign neglect. The pre- 
sent flurry of attention in the media 
may distract both sides from recog- 
nizing the cruel reality that uo one 
will save us and we will have to save 
ourselves, although we are not 
ready or willing to so. 

Exaggerated TV coverage of 
stone-throwing youths buming tyres 
and of beatings and shootings only 
distract the people from thinking se- 
fionsly about what all these tactics 
are supposed to achieve. What does 
each side or faction want? How do 
they expect to get what they want? 
Serious analysis leads invariably to 
hopelessness and frustration: There 
is no way for any side or faction to 
get what it wants. The problem is 
completely out of our hands. So 
people throw rocks and Molotov 
cocktails, or shoor and beat other 
people. Where does it get us? 
Nowhere. 

‘The unpleasant realities revealed 
by the Reagan-Gorbachev and Arab 
League summits will not be changed 
by the kind of rioting going on in the 
territories. The world has learned to 
live with — and ignore — much worse 
problems. like the present moder- 
ately stable status quos in Lebanon 
and Northern Ireland. Despite all 
the complaints and publicity about 
rioting and repression in the territo- 
ries, and statements that these activ- 
ities cannot possibly be allowed to 
continue, the most likely scenario is 
an eventual new status quo, perhaps 
even much worse than the present 
situation but continving to exist for 


many years, as in Lebanon and 
Northern ireland. The unrest here 


will have to get much worse than in thi 


Lebanon and Northern Ireland to 
get more than fip-service and benign 
negiect from the rest of the world.

LACK OF FACTUAL INSIGHT IN SCHOOLS 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, - While the Ministry of

The sys- 
tem openly chooses ta ignore the fact 
that the territories are administered 
areas, and schoolchildren see maps 
which regard the whole area west of 
the Jordan River as their state. Jf.on 
the other hand. the territories vere 
annexed, then of course such maps 
would be accurate, but the te;
